train service to Washington via New York. All New England 
has been demanding through trains from Northern New Eng- 
land-to points beyond Boston by means of a tunnel. Here is 
the article from the Post: 


"New York officials should give the people of Boston and 


New England a through route to Washington by a connection 
of the Grand Central station and the Pennsylvania station in 
New York,,which are but half a mile apart, in the opinion of 
Mayor Fitzgerald.

"The old:bbat Maryland which transported the Federal and 


Colonial trains over the Harlem river was a source of great 
dangeiyaccording to the opinion ventured by railroad officials, 
railroad experts, and by the head of Boston's city government. 
This rttethod of passenger transportation has been abandoned 
for good, by-the New Haven road, according to the statement 
made .yesterday by Vice-President Timothy E. Byrne: - The 
new route by way'of Poughkeepsie willbe maintained by the 
New'Haven road as the best possible way to reach Washing- 
ton from Boston. This new route is the course of the Federal 
Express, which leaves Boston at 8 p. m. The Colonial Ex- 
press which leaves Boston at 9 a. m., will continue to go to the 
Grand Central station, where passengers will be conveyed 
across the city to the Pennsylvania station. 


"D. O. Ives, chairman of the transportation committee of 


the Boston Chamber of Commerce, declares that a more direct 
route ought to have been selected by the New Haven, where 
time could be saved to the people of Boston and New England, 
and he also stated that his committee would meet at once and 
take the matter up. 
" 'We have permanently abandoned that float on the 


Harlem river for passenger traffic,' said Vice-President Byrnes, 
yesterday; 'We have done it in the interest of safety. 1 know 
of no federal intervention in the matter. We shall use it for 
freight. .We soon expect that the bridge or viaduct will span 
Hell Gate and 'connect the shore of New York with Long- 
Island, and we shall enter the Pennsylvania tunnel in Long
